SLAYING MOTIVE 


Many Facts In Strange Mur­ 
der Case At Buffalo Are 
Yet Unsolved By 
Officials

M archand. artist and sculptor of in­ 
ternational renow, steeled himself to­ 
day for the ordeal he must go through 
when he is summoned to the stand 
this week at the trial of Lila Jimer- 
son. his dark-eyed Indian paramour 
who is charged with the murder ot 
his wife. 
The gray-haired, distinguished look­ 
ing painter of Indian pictures, will be 
a “key” witness in this strange case. 
He will be called chiefly for the pur­ 
pose of establishing the motive of the 
crime. 
And inasmuch as the finger 
of suspicion has been pointed at him. 
his testimony will be closely scruti­ 
nized. 
Jealousy Believed Motive 
District Attorney Guy B. Moore as­ 
serts that Lila plotted the slaying oi 
Mrs. Cloihilde M archand. the artist's 
wife, because she believed that M ar­ 
chand. who had made love to her 
w'hen she posed for him. would some 
day m arry her. 
Mrs. M archand was 
beaten to death in her home by Nancy 
Bowen, a superstitious sixty six year 
old Indian woman, on March 6 un­ 
der circumstances still shrouded in 
mystery. 
Nancy was a friend 
oi 
Lila's and was taken to the M archand 
home by Lila. 
She was Lila’s dupe, 
according to the state.

MANSFIELD. O., March 
24—The 
traditional and heroic story of the 
“Captain who gees down with his 
ship.” today is being told of Engineer , 
C. A. Bell, of Mansfield. O., who is 
credited with averting a major rail­ 
road tragedy and saving 80 passen­ 
gers of the fast New York-Detroit 
Limited lrom injury or deat^ at the 
cost of his own life yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
Roaring through the darkness of 
early morning, the train was derailed 
at a junction, near here. 
The engine 
and three baggage cars jumped the 
tracks and the locomotive buried it­ 
self eight feet deep in the soft bank 
of the right-of-way. Engineer Beii 
stayed within his cab. setting the air 
brakes, which prevented the Pullman 
cars lrom piling up on 
the 
other 
wreckage. The air 
brakes 
checked 
the momentum of the Pullman cars 
and the 80 
passengers 
were 
only 
slightly shaken up. 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
officials 
credited Bell with saving his train 
and declared that the engineer prob­ 
ably could have saved his own life 
by jumping. 
Fireman P. F. Jon£s, also of Mans- 
lield .was thrown clear of the wreck 
but scalding water from a bursting 
boiler of 
the 
locomotive 
seriously 
burned him. 
He is in a local hospi­ 
tal. 
A special crew, armed with shovels 
and acetylene torches, 
worked 
for 
several hours before they reached the 
body of Engineer Bell who had been 
buried with his engine. 
Investigating officials declared that 
a wobbly wheel on 
a baggage 
car 
probably caused the wreck.

WASHINGTON, March 24—The 
highest protective bill in Ameri­ 
can history, hailed by its friends 
as a guarantee of prosperity and 
assailed by its foes as adding $5,- 
000,000 to the cost of living, await­ 
ed a final vote in the senate today 
while opposing leaders delivered 
stump speeches with an eye on 
the coming congressional cam­ 
paigns. 
Pledged by President Hoover in his 
1928 campaign and subjected to bit­ 
ter partisan warfare in congress for 
one whole year, the bill has yet to 
pass conference between the house 
and senate before its final enactment. 
Administration leaders anticipated it 
would not be put upon the statute 
books before May 1. 
Once it is en­ 
acted, it will be made a campaign is­ 
sue across the country in the conten­ 
tor house and senate. 
Greatest Protection. 
As finally completed by the ena‘< 
the bill provided the greatest tan:! 
protection 
ever 
given 
agricultura; 
products, raised industrial duties gen­ 
erously and authorized numerous ad­ 
ministrative changes. 
The greates 
change, if finally enacted, will be to 
eliminate wholesale tariff revisions in 
the future, by ararnging a system D' 
v hich the president and the U. S. 
tariff 
commission 
will 
recommend 
single-item changes hereafter. 
If the 
plan is perfected, congress will have to 
pass a separate bill for each race 
change 
The bill, aside from its rates and 
duties, carries the old farm relief 
debenture plan into conference. This 
proposal 
would 
utilize 
the 
tariff 
revenues from farm products for fi­ 
nancing 
the marketing of surplus 
crops. 
It probably will be eliminated 
in conference but not without an ­ 
other struggle in the senate. The bill 
also carries a repeal of the president s 
flexible tariff powers but adm inistra­ 
tion leaders were ready to battle be- 
iore permitting this elimination. 
Tremendous Increases. 
The outstanding rate features were 
the tremendous increases given farm 
products and the advance in duties on 
building materials. Opponents of the 
bill estimated that increases in tariffs 
on cement, soft lumber, bricks—all of 
which were taken off the free list by 
the senate—would add $200,000.000 o 
the cost of construction in this coun­ 
try next year. 
Friends of the bill 
naturally ridiculed these estimates, de- 
! daring there would be little or no 
I effect on construction costs. 
Some industrial products suffered 
by the senate’s revision. 
Aluminus 
and pigiron rates were slashed below 
existing law’.

5 war debts, tax rates that were stifling 
business and many other outstanding 
problems for solution. 
All of them 
'have been met .¡id on his seventy 
fifth birthday Mellon is engaged in 
the effort to bring about a stim ula­ 
tion of business and industry from 
the blow partially the result of the 
stock market crash last fall. 
In Good Health 
Mellon virtually is in as good health 
as when lie became President Hard­ 
ing’s Secretary of the Treasury in 
1921. 
He still walks from his home 
to the Treasury when ho lias tune. 
He is a man of retiring, regular 
habits. 
Sometime ago when a num ­ 
ber ot officials were asked tr Presi­ 
dent Hoover to breakfast with him 
at eight o’clock there was some up­ 
setting of routine for several ot the 
j group.

(Continued F rom P a g e One) 
soul for the eighteenth amendment.” 
The sheriff showed how a little kind 
fatherly and Christian advice, coupled 
with friendship frequently gets young 
people back in the path of righteous­ 
ness. through they may have made 
some mistakes. 
He told how many 
young people from the east still drift 
out to the west, and become stranded 
in such cities as Phoenix. 
Many of 
these he has been able to get prop­ 
erly started in life. 
Sheriff Wright also stressed the im­ 
portance of Christian people setting 
the proper example before the youth 
of the day. 
He decried the indiffer­ 
ence of many parents who allow their 
children to run wild: caring neither 
for the modesty of their daughters 
nor for the well-being of their sons. 
“Loafing on the part of young men, 
especially in our F.rge cities, is the 
cause of much crime,” asserted the 
sheriff. 
Thruout his message Sheriff Wright 
showed a familiarity with the Scrip­ 
tures. 
One verse on which he com­ 
mented was: * As a man thinketh in 
his heart so is he." No man can pro­ 
fess to be a Christian who does not 
have the love of God in his heart, be­ 
lieves the sheriff.

‘While that man will 
probably be behind bars the rest of 
his life, for the sins which he commit- 
t«*d before he was r Christian, lie is 
nevertheless giving a great testimony 
for the Savior.

The sex question has always had 
an important place among the list of 
questions asked by the enumerators 
nt each decennial census of the United 
States, Dr. Hill said.

when only four questions were on the 
census schedule, one of them concern­ 
ed the sex of the 
white 
person«) 
enumerated 
The sex of Negroes was 
not considered important enough to 
be recorded until the census of 1840, 
when members fo the colored race 
were registered according to sex for 
the first time by the Census Bureau.

As far back as the recdrds go, there 
have always been more males than 
females in th United States. In 1790, 
| the sex ratio for the white popula- 
j tion was 103,8 to 100 
The early fron­ 
tier days of our history called for 
men more strongly than for women. 
The continued excess of males in 
the United States is accounted for 
mainly by immigration, since males 
| immigrate in larger numbers than 
females. This explains the fact that 
| the excess of males reached its maxi­ 
mum in 1910. at the end of a de­ 
cade of the heaviest immigration this 
country had ever known.

ropean countries, however, is not sole­ 
ly the result of emigration. 
It re­ 
flects also the depletion 
of 
mates 
through the World War. in which 
eight million or more soldiers were 
killed or fatally wounded. As a con­ 
sequence the number of males pe1 
100 females fell off from 93.7 to 91.2 
in England, from 97 4 to 91.0 in G er­ 
many. and from 96.6 io 90.6 in France. 
Within the United States the sex 
ratio shows a wide range of varia­ 
tion in different .sections and locali­ 
ties. It is high on the Pacific Coast, 
where there are. or were in 1920, 114 
males to 100 females. 
In New Eng- 
j land, on the other hand, there is a 
slight deficiency of males—98 5 males 
to 100 females. 
The variations are 
doubtless largely accounted for by the 
migration of people from one part of 
the country to another. In tlie west­ 
ward migration that has long been 
going on within the United States, 
as well as in the immigration from 
Europe, there is a majority of males. 
The state having the largest ex­ 
cess of males in 1920 was Nevada, 148 
males to 100 females, Wyoming rank­ 
ing next with a ratio a ration of 131 
to 100. 
There is a wide range of variation 
also in the sex ratio for different 
cities. 
Taking the cities that had a 
population of over 100,000 in 1920, 
the excess of males was greatest in 
Akron, Ohio, 140 males to 100 females; 
while the most marked deficiency of 
males was in Washington, D. C. where 
there Mere only 87 males to 100 of 
the opposite sex. 
The proportion of 
males in the population of any com­ 
munity is affected in some degree bv 
Hie nature of the principal industries. 
It is noteworthy that in Detroit the 
number of males per 100 females in­ 
creased from 107 in 1910 to 119 in 
1920. 
This no doubt reflects tlie in­ 
creasing employment of men in the 
manufacture of automobiles. 
It Is of interest to inquire what the 
ratio of males to females is or would 
be if not. affected by immigration. 
It Is a statistically established fact 
that the number of male births is 
slightly greater than the number of 
female. 
But for some reason, which 
biologists apparently have not yet 
fathomed, the female infant is more 
tenacious of life than her baby broth­ 
er who consequently does not m ain­ 
tain the numerical superiority which 
he had at the outset. 
By the time 
the rising generation reaches matur­ 
ity the two sexes are very nearly equal 
in numbers. 
The Information obtained through 
the census a* to th*- number of males 
and female, in the population is in­ 
dispensable in the calculation of life 
tables, m the determination of mor­ 
tality rates, and in studying th© in­ 
cidence of disease.
